I want to express my appreciation for your letter and the personal 
support you offer. It is most welcome. 

You expressed concern about the apparently high proportion of 
funds being expended under the American Schools and Hospitals 
Abroad (ASHA) program for projects in Israel. One major reason 
the proportion of fund3 awarded for Israeli projects is high 
($5 million out of annual grants of 532 million) is that the 
proportion of requests from the American sponsors of such projects 
is high as well. Over the past four yoar3, requests from American 
sponsors of projects in Israel have accounted for 25 percent of 
all such applications made to ASHA. The Agency for International 
Development (AID> , which runs the ASHA program, closely scruti- 
nises these requests. During this four-year period, a much higher 
percentage of requested funding for non-Israeli projects has been 
honored than for Israeli projects (44 percent for non-Israeli 
projects versus 23 percent for those in Israel) . In recent years, 
ASHA program managers have made a determined, successful effort to 
broaden the program’s geographical diversity. 

I was gratified to hear that our own group’s program, especially 
the Good Shepherd Hospital in Zaire, is well thought of in AID. 
Further progress in spreading the benefits of the ASHA program 
will depend on the development of more well-conceived, American- 
sponsored projects in Africa and elsewhere. 

Thanks for taking the time to reach me on this issue.

To clarify 
any misunderstanding, we propose that the DRG payment scheme 
be extended only to those physicians whose specialities are 
hospital-based , namely, anesthesiologists, radiologists and 
pathologists. We have proposed this limited form of the DRG 
payment plan because we have found a clear tendency to 
prescribe these services excessively under the previous 
payment plan. We are aware of the shortcomings of the DRG 
payment scheme, and we certainly do not propose to extend 
this scheme to all of the nation's physicians, as you 
feared. Under our proposal, primary care physicians would 
continue to be paid under the current plan and to enjoy the 
same relationship with their patients they have now. 

I hope that this is helpful and ask, again, that T 'ou forgive 
the tardiness of my reply.
